Ham Loaf, Bakea. 


Use left-over boiled ham of any 
kind. To keep the cost down low, 
try the butt or shank end ef ham, 
which is always lowest in price. To 
three cups of minced ham, add one 
and a half cups bread crumbs, one 
smal! onion, minced, une and a half 
cups milk or stock, half a teaspoon 
salt, one-eighth teaspoon pepper, one 
beaten egg, one tablespoon parsley, 
chopped fine 

Combine well and turn into 
greased baking dish. Bake in moa- 
erate oven (350 to 400 degrees) for 
45 minutes. Remove from mold and 
serve with gravy containing minced 
sour pickles or with a tart sauce 
such as cider or apple sauce. This 
loaf will be delicious if made in the 
fireless cooker. 

Baked Hash Loaf. 

Take two cups of chopped cold 
meat, one-fourth cup cooked carrots, 
half a cup cooked string beans or 
peas, half a cup cooked potatoes, half 
cup milk, one small onion, two table- 
spoons flour, two tablespoons butter, 
two eggs, salt and pepper. Any kind 
of meat may be used. Put all 
through food chopper. Mix well, 
make a white sauce of the flour, but- 
ter and milk or water in which the 
meat was cooked can be used instead 
of milk. Stir the chopped mixture 
into the sauce, seasoning yith the 
salt, pepper and a few drops of 
Worcestershire sauce if liked 

Grease a mould well, pack in the 
hash and bake for an hour in a me- 
dium oven; boil the eggs half an 
hour, Jet cool, shell and slice, turn 
out loaf on platter, decorate, with 
the eggs and a little parsley. 

Molasses Fruit Gingerbread, 

Cream one-third of a cupfu! of 
shortening with one cupful of sugar 
and add one and a half teaspoonfuls 
of ground cinnamon, three-quarters 
of a teaspoonful of nutmeg and a 
quarter of a teaspoonful each of 
cloves and salt. Mix together two 
cupfuls of sifted four, one teaspoon- 
ful of baking soda, three-quarters of 
a cupful of chopped seeded raisins 
and a quarter of a cupful of currants, 
Combine the two mixtures alternately 
with one cupful of sour milk and 
bake in a greased loaf cake-pan. lee 
when cold with botied frosting, flae 
vored with lemon, 

Stufied Apple Salad, 

Select six large, firm, red apples. 
Cut a alice from the stem end of each 
and remove the pulp with a strong 
spoon. Drop the shells into a bowl 
of cold water to which has been add- 
ed the juice of lemon or two table- 
apoonfuls of salt to prevent the ap- 
ples from discoloring. Cut the apple 
pulp in smal! dice and mix with one 
cupful of chopped or finely shredded 
cabbage, half a cupful of walnuts or 
chopped peanuts and half a cupful of 
French dressing made with lemon 
juice instead of vinegar, Drain tho 
apple shells, fll with the mixture and 
top with a spoonful of mayonnaise, 
Serve on shredded lettuce or cab 
bage.
